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A  Modern  Survey  of 
The  Copper  Coinage  of 
The  State  of  New  Jersey

PART  IV  (Cont.) 

DIES  AND  DIESINKERS 

It  has  been  generally  accepted 
among  my  colleagues  that  three 
die  varieties  were  struck  at  New 
Grange  (now  Newburgh),  N.Y., 
at  the  Machin’s  Mills  mint,  and 
that  the  John  Bailey  “running 
horse”  varieties  were  struck  in 
New  York  City.  This  supposition 
was  made  because  certain  simil¬ 
arities  in  letter  punches  used  on 
New  Jersey  coinage  are  found  as 
well  on  the  coinage  of  some  other 
states. 

Relative  to  the  John  Bailey 
“running  horse”  varieties,  the 
belief  that  these  were  struck  in 
New  York  City  is  supported  by 
an  affidavit  produced  by  Charles 
I.  Bushnell  as  reported  by  S.  S. 
Crosby  (pages  282-283).  This  af¬ 
fidavit  indicated,  in  a  rather 
curious  fashion,  that  at  one  time 
Bailey  had  legally  made  such 
coins,  but  not  since  the  15th  of 
April,  1788.  There  is  no  indica¬ 
tion  of  the  location  where  he  was 
supposed  to  have  produced  such 
coins,  but  the  indication  that 
they  were  legally  produced  im¬ 
plies  that  they  were  struck  in 
New  Jersey,  and  not  New  York. 
Among  collectors  of  Washing- 
tonia,  the  general  impression  re¬ 
garding  Mr.  Bushnell  is  that  he 
liked  very  much  to  be  the  center 
of  attention.  While  his  numisma¬ 
tic  holdings  were  vast,  so  were 


his  abilities  to  call  attention  to 
himself,  and  as  a  result  many  of 
his  documents  and  unique  or  un¬ 
usual  specimens  are  considered 
suspect. 

With  regard  to  certain  simil¬ 
arities  in  characteristics  found 
on  some  New  Jersey  specimens 
and  those  of  other  states,  I  sub¬ 
mit  the  following  explanation  for 
these  similarities:  There  is  evid¬ 
ence  that  James  Atlee,  a  very 
skilled  diesinker,  would  travel 
about  the  country  vending  his 
crafts  much  in  the  manner  of  the 
itinerant  pewterer.  He  would 
travel  from  state  to  state,  from 
one  mint  to  another  in  New  York, 
Vermont,  Connecticut,  New  Jer¬ 
sey  and  even  Massachusetts, 
vending  his  diesinking  services 
as  needed.  The  mints  of  early 
America  were  not  fully  equipped 
with  all  the  necessary  letter 
punches  and  tools  neatly  ar¬ 
ranged  in  a  cabinet. 

Traveling  between  mints  over 
long  and  rugged  country  roads 
often  would  require  many 
months  in  either  horse-drawn 
wagon  >  or  on  horseback.  I  be¬ 
lieve  that  Atlee  probably  carried 
most  of  his  belongings  with  him 
on  these  travels,  including  his 
own  tools,  equipment  and  groups 
of  letter  punches.  Thus,  when¬ 
ever  his  services  were  required 
at  one  of  the  mints,  he  w’ould 
simply  go  to  his  horse  or  wagon 
and  take  out  the  tools  for  the 
job.  When  his  task  was  com¬ 
pleted,  he  received  payment 
from  the  mintmaster  for  his  dies 
and  would  continue  on  to  the 
next  mint,  taking  his  tools  and 
equipment  with  him. 

Having  concluded  his  business 
at  any  one  of  these  mint  sites, 
Atlee  often  would  take  back 
with  him  a  pail  or  keg  of  dis¬ 
carded  or  reject  coppers,  per¬ 
haps  in  partial  payment  for  his 
fee.  These  discards  likely  includ¬ 
ed  such  things  as  weak  impres¬ 
sions,  off-center  strikes,  double 
strikes,  flaky  planchets,  clipped 
flans  and  perhaps  even  blanks. 
It  is  very  likely  that  these  dis¬ 
carded  coppers  from  other  states 
were  transported  to  one  of  the 
New'  Jersey  mints  and  sold  (as 
ready-made  planchets)  to  either 
Mould,  Goadsby  or  Cox  at  times 
when  they  were  in  need  of  addi¬ 
tional  copper.  Such  a  procedure 
would  permit  various  mints  to 
dispose  of  rejects,  allow  Atlee  to 
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earn  an  additional  fee,  and  give 
the  New  Jersey  mints  a  chance 
to  obtain  supplies  of  needed, 
though  crude,  planchets. 

Other  diesinkers,  among  them 
William  Buell  and  John  Bailey, 
also  were  known  to  have  visited 
various  mint  sites,  carrying  their 
tools  along  with  them  and  dem¬ 
onstrating  their  skills  to  the 
mintmasters.  I  believe  this  is  the 
manner  in  which  William  Buell 
came  to  produce  a  die  during  his 
visit  to  Matthias  Ogden’s  home 
in  Elizabethtown.  One  can  un¬ 
derstand  how  William,  the  young 
and  energetic  son  of  Abel  Buell, 
would  have  wanted  to  impress 
Mr.  Ogden  with  his  abilities  as  a 
diesinker.  Similarly,  John  Bailey, 
during  his  visit  with  Ogden  dur¬ 
ing  August  1788,  probably  tried 
to  convince  Ogden  of  his  skills 
by  cutting  the  “running  horse” 
obverse  and  reverse  dies  which 
were  placed  in  use  after  his  de¬ 
parture.  Bailey  never  returned  to 
the  Elizabethtown  mint,  as  it 
ceased  operations  soon  after  his 
departure. 

I  have  attempted,  in  this  dis¬ 
cussion,  to  provide  an  explana¬ 
tion  to  support  my  conviction 
that  all  New  Jersey  coppers  were 
struck  within  the  state  despite 
similarities  to  the  coinages  of 
other  states  which  have  led  some 
persons  to  believe  that  some  or¬ 
iginated  from  other  mints  outside 
of  New  Jersey.

New  Jersey's  Financial  History 
Presented  in  Exhibit  of  Currency 


An  exhibition  of  currency  te  11- 
ing  the  financial  history  of  New 
Jersey  opened  on  Saturday,  June 
19  at  the  Newark  Museum.  “Cur¬ 
rency  of  New  Jersey  featured 
paper  notes  issued  by  gov¬ 
ernments,  local  business  estab¬ 
lishments,  banks  and  even  indi¬ 
viduals  from  Colonial  days 
through  the  mid-20th  century 

The  major  section  of  this  Bi¬ 
centennial  exhibit,  which  contin¬ 
ues  through  October,  will  be  de¬ 
voted  to  obsolete  bank  notes  and 
old  scrip  issued  during  the  19th 
century  in  New  Jersey  commun¬ 
ities,  especially  where  there  was 
a  shortage  of  “hard  cash.”  Many 
notes  were  decorated  with  en¬ 
gravings  which  document  local 
life  and  scenes  that  no  longer 
exist.  An  interesting  aspect  is  the 
sizeable  number  of  counterfeit, 
spurious  and  altered  currency 
produced  in  the  State.  Obsolete 
notes  are  also  known  as  “broken 
bank  notes,”  so  named  because 


the  banks  had  “gone  broke”  and 
failed. 

The  work  of  artists,  especially 
as  engravers,  will  also  be  dis¬ 
played  through  the  medium  of 
currency.  An  engraving  by  Map¬ 
lewood  artist,  Asher  B.  Durand, 
appears  on  a  $1  bill  issued  by  the 
Monmouth  Bank  of  Freehold  on 
March  10,  1828.  The  bill  bears  a 
center  vignette  with  George 
Washington  on  horseback  at  the 
Battle  of  Monmouth  on  June  28, 
1778.  Durand  was  apprenticed  to 
and  became  a  partner  in  the 
Newark  firm  of  Peter  Maverick, 
the  foremost  letter  engraver  in 
America.  Durand’s  engraving  of 
John  T ra um bull’s  “The  Signing 
of  the  Declaration  of  Indepen¬ 
dence”  was  reproduced  this 
spring  on  the  re-issued  $2  bill. 

A  piece  of  politically-satirical 
currency  issued  in  the  State  is  on 
view.  Many  examples  of  scrip  for 
fractional  amounts  of  less  than

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The  Day  The  Coin  Dealers  Disappeared 

by  Mel  Wacks.  NLG 


One  day  the  letters  of  com¬ 
plaint  were  no  longer  to  be  found 
in  the  columns  of  Coin  World. 
One  day  the  mailman’s  sack  was 
not  loaded  with  coins  being  re¬ 
turned  to  coin  dealers  around  the 
country  along  with  the  usual 
irate  comments  -  “Overgraded”, 
“not  nice  enough’  ,  and  “you 
guys  are  crooks.” 

And  the  ads  disappeared  too. 
The  people  who  hated  bar  col¬ 
lecting  were  happy  -  there  were 
no  more  bar  ads.  The  people  who 
hated  medals  were  happy  -  there 
were  no  more  medal  ads.  And  so 
on,  with  plate  haters,  non-circu¬ 
lating  coin  haters,  “fantasy  coin 
haters”,  whizzer  haters,  counter¬ 
feit  haters,  papermoney  haters, 
world  coin  haters  .  .  .  each  over¬ 
joyed  that  they  had  won  out  at 
last 

Of  course  Coin  World  was  not 
up  to  its  previous  form.  For  it 
was  only  10  pages  without  the 
dealer  ads.  There  were  still  a 
few  trades  offered  in  the  classi¬ 
fied  column — some  collector  in 
Des  Moines  offering  2  rare  Bicen¬ 
tennial  Quarters  for  a  1909-s 
VBD  plus  35  cents  postage,  and 
another  oldtimer  in  New  England 
offering  a  new  $2.00  bill  for  two 
old  dollar  bills  plus  $2.50  for 
handling. 

The  upcoming  dealerless  ANA 
Convention  is  all  set  to  be  a  rip- 
snorter.  Collectors  now  don’t 
have  to  waste  all  their  time  run¬ 
ning  around  the  bourse  room,  but 
can  do  what  they  really  came  for 
— walk  up  and  down  the  hotel 
corridor  looking  for  old  friends. 


All  the  bourse  room  space  being 
saved  means  that  the  convention 
can  be  held  in  a  much  smaller 
hotel.  The  1987  show  will  there¬ 
fore  be  held  in  the  linen  closet  of 
the  downtown  Oklahoma  City 
Hacienda  Hideaway.  Collectors 
still  went  to  their  local  coin  clubs 
but  the  meetings  just  weren’t  the 
same  since  no  one  could  knock 
the  local  or  national  dealers. 

A  few  weeks  came  to  pass  af¬ 
ter  the  dealers  had  all  closed 
their  shops  and  gone  into  more 
lucrative  employment  like  selling 
New  York  City  bonds  to  the  Chi¬ 
nese  .  .  .  and  a  few  collectors 
finally  got  the  urge  to  buy  some¬ 
thing.  They  could  always  turn  to 
the  United  States  Government’s 
newly  established  Numismatic 
investments  and  Sure  Way  To 
Get  Rich  Department,  but  just 
how  many  Carson  City  Dollars 
could  one  own?  After  the  gov¬ 
ernment's  127th  bi-monthly  auc¬ 
tion  there  still  were  74.6  million 
pieces  remaining  unsold.  Without 
anyone  else  to  turn  to,  there  was 
only  one  alternative — the  collect¬ 
ors  had  to  deal  with  each  other. 
This  appeared  to  be  no  problem 
because,  after  all,  the  collectors 
all  graded  conservatively,  never 
owned  “sliders”  or  counterfeits, 
always  had  unlimited  funds  to 
buy  with,  and  always  told  the 
truth.  They  wouldn’t  sell  a  coin 
as  a  profit  for  that  wasn’t  the 
purpose  of  their  hobby,  and  their 
coins  never  had  a  microscopic 
hairline  or  edge  nick  that  they 
wouldn’t  tell  a  fellow  collector 
about.  How  do  I  know  about 
these  attributes  —  just  ask  any 
collector  and  he  will  tell  you! 
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But  then  the  trouble  started. 
Rumor  came  through  the  grape¬ 
vine  that  one  collector  in  Albu¬ 
querque  actually  sold  another 
collector,  who  he  happened  to 
meet  in  a  local  bar,  a  coin  that 
was  purported  to  be  Uncircu¬ 
lated.  The  dim  lighting  was  said 
to  be  quite  similar  to  many 
bourse  rooms  of  the  past,  and 
when  the  new  owner  was  able  to 
reexamine  his  proud  new  pur¬ 
chase  on  the  following  day  he  did 
happen  to  notice  a  small  gash 
across  half  the  coin.  Of  course 
this  was  just  a  rumor  but  the  next 
time  you  are  passing  through  the 
beautiful  Watermelon  Mountains 
of  New  Mexico  you  might  think 
twice  before  going  into  a  bar. 

There  was  another  small  story 
printed  on  Page  3  of  the  Numis¬ 
matist  (which  now  has  shrunk  to 
16  pages  without  dealers  ads)  of 
a  check  paid  to  one  collector  by 
another  that  bounced.  But  I 
wouldn’t  conclude  that  all  collec¬ 
tors  are  bad  just  because  of  a 
few  isolated  incidents. 

There  is  another  story  making 
the  rounds  that  it  took  one  col¬ 
lector  of  rare  Overton  variety 
half  dollars  4*/2  years  before 
finding  another  collector  with  a 
similar  interest  .  .  .  and  then  it 
turned  out  that  he  was  out  of 
cash  just  then.  Gee  .  .  .  collectors 
started  to  remember  when  deal¬ 
ers  would  buy  coins  even  when 
they  knew  they  might  not  sell 
them  for  a  while. 

But  then  an  amazing  thing 
happened!  A  letter  appeared  in 
the  Numismatic  News  written  by 
a  collector  (who  naturally  chose 
to  remain  anonymous  for  his  own 
safety)  speaking  almost  fondly 
of  those  bygone  days  when,  par¬ 
don  the  expression,  “dealers” 
were  still  around.  Of  course  this 
letter  was  loudly  criticized  in 
the  following  weeks.  'J'wo  old 
friends  were  sitting  in  a  bowling 
alley  when  they,  after  a  long  and 
searching  discussion,  decided  se- 
cretely  to  help  out  an  old  friend 
who  was  in  desperate  need  of 
money.  They  would  buy  his  coin 
collection  and  put  it  away  until 
possibly  another  friend  would  in¬ 
dicate  that  he  might  like  to  buy 
it.  A  few  months  later  the  fellow 
that  had  sold  them  the  coins  got 
on  his  feet  again  and  wanted  to 
buy  something  new  that  had

caught  his  fancy.  The  two  friends 
happened  to  have  seen  pieces 
that  interested  him,  and  they 
made  the  sale. 

Soon  word  got  into  the  “Un¬ 
derground  Numismatist”  and 
other  collectors  in  their  home 
town  approached  the  two  friends 
to  either  buy  or  sell  coins.  Col¬ 
lectors  passing  through  town 
started  visiting  them  and  they 
even  began  to  get  inquiries  by 
mail. 

Over  the  years  other  collectors 
started  to  get  together  to  buy 
and  sell  coins  to  their  friends  and 
other  acquaintances.  But  then 
.  .  .  there  was  a  lone  letter  in 
Coin  World  (which  by  that  time 
was  becoming  fat  with  ads  by 
collectors)  .  .  .  that  said  a  collec¬ 
tor  had  been  late  in  delivering 
coins,  that  the  coins  were  over¬ 
graded,  and  overpriced.  The  let¬ 
ter  was  signed  “A.  Dealer.”

$1  are  also  displayed.  Similar  to 
bank  checks,  these  were  signed 
by  individuals  and  small  busin¬ 
esses  with  good  credit  ratings 

when  coins  were  scarce  during 

the  War  of  1812,  the  Panic  of 
1837,  the  Civil  War  and  the 
Great  Depression  of  the  1930’s. 

Such  scrip  was  also  common 

whenever  and  wherever  hard 
cash  and  coins  were  either  hoard¬ 
ed  or  scarce. 

The  exhibition  closes  on  Oc¬ 
tober  31,  1976,  after  which  it 
travels  to  the  New  Jersey  State 
Museum  in  Trenton.  “Currency 
of  New  Jersey”  was  coordinated 
by  Dorothy  Budd  Bartle,  Curator 
of  the  Coin  Collection,  who  is 
currently  editing  a  comprehen¬ 
sive  listing  of  New  Jersey  money 
to  be  published  by  the  Newark 
Museum.
